They Raid a Bowling Alley and

Knock Out the Drowsy
Watchman.

Couldn't Find Anything Worth Steal¬
ing and Thrashed Thuinan

When He Interfered.

THE GANSEVOORT MARKET GANG.

An Adjoining Saioon Was Burglarized Re¬
cently and the Police Attribute the

Raids to Members of the Law¬
less Combination.

Jacob Thuman's bowling alley at No. 107
Horatio streot was visited by burglars nt
an early hour yesterday morning. They
didn't find anything worth stealing, and
they tried to get some satisfaction by se¬

verely pounding Julius Thuman, a cousin
of the proprietor, with ninepins.
A tournament was held in the bowling

alley the night previous by the bowling
club of the American Exchange National
Bank, and the Imperial Club also had a

contest with the pins. At 1 o'clock in the
morning the players went away, and Jull\is
Thuman and a German boy, Joseph Mat-
fauch, were left In charge of the place.
They slept there, and after putting out
the lights In the alley young Mattauch
went to his bunk In the kitchen. Julius
slept on a cot close by the door of a closed
bar.such as are used in clubs and on
boats.
The alley Is on the second floor of the

building. In one corner of this apartment
is a window which opens on the extension
of a restaurant on Gansevoort street.
There is a sfcort ladder leading from the
extension to the window. The burglars
climbed this ladder, broke two slats In
the shutters so that they could swing them
open, and then got into the alley through
the window. It Is supposed that as soon
as they got into the place they armed
themselves with ninepins, In preparation
for any possible Interference. The men
then made their way to the door of the
bar, and probably did not, see Thuman
until they fell over his cot.
This aroused Thuman. He says that as

be opened his eyes ho saw two dark forms
standing over him. Before he could utter
a cry he was struck on the forehead with
one of the ninepins. Although the blow
dazed nim, he managed to jump from the
cot. He tried to get hold of the man near¬
est him, when he received another blow
In the face with a nlnepin, which knocked
him down. Blood was pouring from the
terrible wounds he received and almost
blinded him.
The burglars made their escape In dif¬

ferent directions. Thuman says one of
them was a slim young man, while the
other was heavily built. When the assail¬
ants had gone Thuman made his way into
the kitchen and aroused the boy Mattauch,
who had slumbered peacefully during the
tumult. They went out together and after
considerable searching found a policeman,
who examined the premises and discovered
that nothing had been stolen.

Charles IClseman's saloon at No. 02
Gausevoort street, which is- directly at the
rear of the bowling alley, wate entered two
weeks ago by robbers. Tnuman has offered
$50 for the arrest of the intruders.

FLAMMER TO ROOSEVELT.

Magistrate Says the Police Ought to Be
Ashamed to Use Babies as

Saloon Spies.
Magistrate Flammer, in Jefferson Market

Police Court, yesterday had a word to say
in reply to Police Commissioner Roosevelt
regarding the use of child spies by the po¬
lice in getting evidence of excise viola¬
tions. The argument grows out of the
discharge of Saloon Keeper Charles Pape,
of West Twenty-seventh street, who had
been arrested by Policemeu Fees and
Kane, of the West Twentieth Street Sta¬
tion, for selling whiskey to two nine-year-
old boys. The Magistrate said:
"Here was the liberty of a man im¬

periled on the evidence of witnesses so

young they did not know the value of an
oath and who could not be prosecuted for
perjury had they sworn falsely. Suppose
the ba"bies the policemen used had been
Roosevelt's own children. Would he like
to have had them sent into the saloon?
The policemen showed the children how
to get whiskey, and it may prove their
ruin, as it has turned their thoughts in
that direction. I am willing to stand by
the action I have tnkon in the case.
"The trouble is Roosevelt looks at the

case only from the prosecutor's standpoint.
Here we have to take a broader view and
are undo? oath just as surely as Is Mr.
Roosevelt. The Idea that the Police De¬
partment cannot get evidence of liquor-
selling to minors without stooping to the
employment of mere babies as spies is a
confession of weakness I would not care to
make if I were at the head of that de¬
partment."

Brookfield Men to Select a Candidate to

Oppose Piatt's Lieutenant.
The Brookfield leaders will hold a meet¬

Mr. Manchester, the present assistant sec¬
retary, succeeds George R. Bidweil, who
declined a re-election because he could
not spare the time. Mr. Taintor succeeds
Silas C, Croft as treasurer.

MILLER WILL GET THE PLACE.
The Ex-Assemblyman to Be Appoihted as a

Deputy Tax Assessor.
Tax Commissioners Barker and Sutro

IB TO SHIELD AWOMAN
She Stabbed Krauss and He

Said That He Had Tried
to Commit Suicide.

When He Learned That Attempted
Self-Destruction Was a Crime

He Confessed.

THEN THREW HIMSELF FROM A ROOF.

He Was Instantly Killed, and When His Wife
and Four Children Arrive from Prussia
To-morrow They Will Be Penni¬

less.A Crowd Saw His Leap.
Unable to face a confiding wife who will

arrive in this country to-morrow, Reuben
Krauss, a Russian painter, twenty-six
years old, committed suicide yesterday by
diving from the roof of the four-story
building No. 32 Scaminel street.
Krauss came to this country about fwo

years ago, leaving behind him a wife and
four children. His conduct oil this side of
the water was not always what it should
have been, and he feared that when his
wife arrived she would hear of it.
Friday he was stabbed by a woman, and

An order to keep the matter from his
friends he declared that he had attempted
suicide. He did not know that attempted
suicide was a crime, and when so informed
confessed that he had been cut by a wo¬

man, whose name was withheld. He was

released and a warrant issued for his as¬
sailant.
A week ago Krauss flx6d a chimney at

No. 32 Scammel street. Since then he has
several times claimed that he had not been
paid for the work. Yesterday, about 10
o'clock, he called at the house and tried
to borrow five cents from several of the
tenants. On the top floor he met August
Smith, who told him that the chimney
still smoked. Krauss stated that he would
fix it, and the pair started up the fire-es
cape. On the flre-escape Krauss made a
motion as though to throw himself to the
ground. Smith shouted to him not to jump.
Krauss laughed and said he didn't Intend
to kill himself.
When the pair reached the roof Krauss

examined the chimney, and then running
to the edge of the roof made a dive for
the yard below.
The house from which he dived stands

back in the yard several feet. The street
in front was full of pedestrians, carts and
stands, like the usual East Side street on

Saturday morning. As soon as Krauss
struck the ground a crowd gathered. When
Krauss was picked dp he was dead.
The fall, besides crushing his skull, had

broken his neck. The body was taken to
the Delancey Street Station and from there
to the Morgue. His brother, Samuel, of
No. 107 Madison street, with whom he
lived, was notified.
When his wife arrives, with the four chil-

dren, she will be penniless and be forced
to return to the old country.

CALVE IN A NEW OPERA-
"The Pearl Fishers" Well Received at the

Metropolitan."La Navarraise" and
"Aida"Also Sung.

Two acts of Bizet's opera, "Les Pecheurs
de Perles" (The Pearl Fishers) were sung
at the Metropolitan Opera House at yes¬
terday's matinee. It was the first time
New Yorkers have heard the opera, and
had the entire score been rendered a better
Idea could have been gained of its merits.
Heard from a professional standpoint, the
mustlc at times borders on the amateur.
That- it met the popular fancy, however,
was evident from the enthusiastic ap¬
plause and bravos which followed most of
the numbers.
The best parts of the opera were a duet

In the first act by Aficona and Cremaninl,
the finale sung by Calve and Cremoninl
and In the second act, a duet by the latter
two and a difficult aria by Calve, whose
role gave her abundant opportunities to
display the wonderful flexibility of her
voice. She took the high notes with scarce¬
ly an effort, and, in fact, as far as she
was personally concerned, the opera was a
great success.
The story in brief is that Leila, an

Indian priestess, Is called upon to sing to
the gods to give the fishers a good haul.
Zurga and Nadir fall in love with her.
Nadir is the successful wooer, and to him
Leila unveils her face. The lovers are
caught by Nourabad, the high priest, and
condemned to death for violating a rule of
the gods. Zurga s»aVes them out of grati¬
tude to Leila, who once saved his life.
He sets fire to the Indian's huts, and in
the confusion the lovers escape* Zurga is
executed for his treachery.
Slgnor Ancona sang the part of Zurga,

S.lgnor Cremoninl was Nadir, Slgnor Arl-
mondl Nourabad, and Mme. Calve Lelia,
the priestess. The opera was handsomelystaged and costumed. Signor Seppelli,
who conducted ihe orchestra, was called
before the curtain with the stars at the end
of the first act to receive his meed of the
applaus#.
"La Navarraise" followed "The Pearl

Fishers," Mme. Calve again appearing as
Anita. She was assisted by Plancon,
Lubert, Castlemary, Mauguiere and £>e
Vries. At the evening performance Nor-
dica gave her ever-pleasing rendition of
the part of Aida in Verdi's opera. She
was ably supported by Mile. Bauermeister,
Marie Brema and MM. Kaschmann, Ari-
mondi, Vaschettl and Kussltano.

A CALL FOR CHURCH REFORM.

Cochrane Issues a Warning to Presby¬
terians, Especially to Those in Harlem.
C. E. Cochrane, who signs himself "Of

Committee on Reform Inside the Presby¬
terian Church, Within the Bounds of the
Presbytery of New York," yesterday is¬
sued epistle series four.with an edition of
15,000.addressed to the Presbytery of
New York and all Interested Presbyterians.
Ift this document Mr. Cochrane takes the
ground that the church in New York is
in a very bad way.
He is particularly solicitous for the Har¬

lem Church, and criticises the act of
Presbytery overruling the act of Session
accepting the resignation of Rev. £>r.
James S. Ramsay. Mr. Cochrane says:
"Much crooked work has been .done in
connection with this church and other
churches in New York." so that now "the
whole head is sick and the whole heart
faint." Further down in his epistle he
asks: "Why Is it possible that a Presby¬
terian misfit minister should cause the
ruin of three congregations consecutively
in the same city, each more prominent and
costly than the preceding one, without in¬
terference of Presbytery?"
He intimates that the prospective cur¬

rent expenses of this church are $11,000
and that the prospective income is $3,000,
and worse still, that one hundred and tilne-
tv-two families have gone out who "re¬
fuse to listen to such a minister."
Mr. Cochrane next takes a fall out of his

chux-ch publications. "Many sensational
articles in the secular press are Some¬
times condemned," he says, "but are

not ecclesiastical editors, with their light,
a thousand times tnore guilty when refusing
to correct absolute falsehoods? Imagine an

item stating that affairs In the Scotch
Church go on prosperously!"
In closing, Mr. Cochrane talks about

"stuffed committees of investigation," who
"allow the Session book to be unbound for
the purpose of extracting pages upon
pages of the true records of the church,
merely because they reflect upon the un¬
savory manipulations and methods of a
wily, misfit minister."

IT'S ALL IN THE NAME.

Mr. Royal Houghton Is Perplexed and An¬
noyed by a Man Arrested for Theft.

A finely dressed, good looking man called
at the Jefferson Market Police Court yes¬
terday and told Magistrate Flammer that
he had read in the morning papers of the
arrest of Royal E. Houghton for stealing
$150 worth of clothing from William Wright
in a Thirty-fourth street boarding house.
"Now, that's my name," he said, "and I
want to see if the reporters have made any
mistake in the name. If they have I will
call on the various papers."
An investigation was made by the clerks

and it was found that the man arrested
had given the name of Royal E. Houghton.
This rather staggered the visitor, and he
said to Magistrate Flammer:
"My name is Royal Houghton and I live

at No. 103 West Thirty-eighth street. I
am a gentleman of leisure and live on my
Income. Now, another strange fact about
this prisoner is that he, also, passed under
the name of Charles H. Houghton. That
Is the name of my father. I believe this
man lias been using both my name and
that of my father to cover his identity."
The visitor was greatly concerned over

the matter, and said he feared his many
friends would think he had been arrested.
He visited the prisoner in his cell, and
when he returned declared that he still
Insisted that he was really Royal Hough¬
ton and had graduated from a military
school at Nyack, N. Y. The prisoner told
the visitor that he came from the West,
and asked If he had any relatives In that
part of the country. Mr. Houghton denied
that any of his family had ever lived in
the West.
Later in the day William B. Baldwin, of

the Hotel Majestic, called at the court for
the purpose of balling out the prisoner.
When Magistrate Flammer explained the
charge he decided that he would not go
bail, but would further consider the mat¬
ter. Mr. Baldwin said that the prisoner's
name was really Roy Houghton.

HIS MISSION TO CHINA.

Rev. Mr. Huie Will Return with Thirty-
five Chinese Boys.

Rev. K. K. Huie, of the Presbyterian
Church, departed from this city for China
yesterday morning, via the Southern Pacific
route to bring thirty-five Chinese boys,
already selected, back with him to be
educated here, not only mentally, but in¬
dustrially. with the idea of Christianizing
and Americanizing them. Rev. Mr. Huie
Is a Chinaman, and his original name is
Huie Kin Kivang. His native place,
where his parents now live, is Sin Ning,
a hundred and fifty miles west of Canton.
He is said to be the only Chinese east of
the Rocky Mountains who Is a regularly
ordained Uresbyterian minister.
He is in charge of the local branch of the

Presbyterian Board of Missions at No.
14 University place. he work includes a
sabbath school and a secular school. In the
latter several Chinese youths, and some
men. have made gratifying progress In their
studies. Mr. Huie expects to return in
April.
